Capone, brother of

was described as merely the first 
nationally known figure to be ac­ 
cused in the 1951 drive. 
A few days before filing three 
criminal charges 
against 
him, 
however, 
the 
revenue 
bureau 
slapped 
heavy 
tax 
recovery 
claims on two Washington men 
with fortunes allegedly built on 
gambling enterprises, and a like 
claim for nearly $1,000,000 on the 
estate of another.

against Capone carry possible jail 
terms totaling 16 years.

Australia Gets 
New Parliament 


Houses Dissolved; 
Elections April 28 


CANBERRA, Australia — (Ct — 
Prime Minister Robert G. Menzies 
announced today that bolti Houses 
of Australia’s parliament will be 
dissolved Monday and new elec­ 
tions held April 28. 
Menzies delivered to governor- 
general William J. McNeil yester­ 
day written reasons to support his 
request for dissolution of parlia­ 
ment. 
Authoritative sources said 
McNeil apparently took the stand 
he had to accept the* coalition gov­ 
ernm ent’s advice in the matter. 
Menzies is reported to have felt 
that parliament 
is 
unworkable 
because the labor majority in the 
Senate has consistently battled the 
House of Representatives. 
A coalition of liberals and the 
country party won a majority in 
the House in the last general elec­ 
tion but the labor party, which the 
coalition defeated, retained a ma­ 
jority in the Senate through hold­ 
over members.

Menzies declared last week that 
the high court’s recent rejection 
of the act dissolving the Commun­ 
ist party marks only

All Going W ell 


TOKYO— (ZP) —General Mac­ 
A rthur paid a surprise visit to 
the fighting front in Korea today 
and 
found 
“everything

well.” 
The United Nations commander 
jeeped to within 2,000 yards of 
the battle line south of Chunchon. 
More than 200,000 Chinese Reds 
were massed along that line for a 
last-ditch defense of the base they 
must hold to stay below parallel 
38. 
MacArthur returned to Tokyo 
Saturday night. 
AP Correspondent William C. 
Barnard reported from the central 
sector that American forces north­ 
west of Hongchon Saturday threw 
back a company-sized attack by 
Chinese Reds. This was near the 
area visited by MacArthur. 
Fresh Troops Rushed 
AP Correspondent Nate Polo- 
wetzky reported there was virtu­ 
ally no contact with the enemy 
Saturday on the east - central 
front.

AP Correspondent Jim Becker 
reported from Seoul that U. S. and 
South Korean patrols probed vigo­ 
rously north of the Han river all 
along the western front.

TOKYO — (ZP)—United Nations 
commanders generally feel that 
Allied diplomats now have their 
first im portant chance since No­ 
vember to win an acceptable peace 
in Korea. 
But in their view it is only a 
chance. 
It depends on the pos­ 
sibility—but no concrete evidence 
—that Peiping and the 
Kremlin 
might be ready to quit. 
The results of the current of­ 
fensive have given the Allies 
a 
temporary advantage. 
The Chi­ 
nese have lost some of their best 
troops among an estimated 172,- 
000 ground action casualties. U. N. 
forces have proved they cannot 
be driven off the peninsula except 
by greater masses than the Reds 
have yet used. 


No Decisive Defeat 


For the first time 
since 
the 
Chinese struck in late November, 
rescuing the beaten North Korean 
army, the Allies hold the advant­ 
age. 
General M acArthur emphasized 
Friday, however, that the Com­ 
munists have “suffered no decisive 
defeat.” 
They 
withdrew 
from 
Seoul and parallel 
positions 
in 
good order. 
The 
Communists, 
therefore, 
would be ready to reach an 
ac­ 
ceptable peace at this time only 
if they decided additional blood­ 


letting wasn’t worth the effort. 
Military men believe this pos­ 
sibility is worth exploring. 
The Allied advantage may 
de­ 
crease in the next few 
weeks. 
These are some of the reasons: 
1. Allied forces are operating 
about as far north as they can, 
with present strength, and 
still 
keep their voracious 
guns 
and 
tanks .supplied. 
2. The Chinese are apt to be 
more willing to talk sense in pro­ 
portion to their losses 
and 
less 
likely during a 
relatively 
quiet 
stalemate. 
3. Winter, a U. N. ally, is about 
over. 
Communist 
losses 
from 
frostbite and exposure will de­ 
crease. 
May Pull Back 
No one apparently knows how 
the Chinese will fight the next 
stage of the campaign. 
If they attack with full force, 
as has been predicted, they might 
push the Allies back. But in turn 
they would continue their 
own 
astronomical losses. 
In that case, if the Communists 
refuse a peace offer now, they 
might be more willing to talk af­ 
ter their next beating. 
But the Reds might also pull 
back 
beyond 
effective 
Allied 
range. 
They thus could sharply 
reduce their losses, regroup 
for 
future offensives and pin down 
vast Allied power.

Loggers Hurry To Beat 
Break-Up In U. P. Woods 


Winter is a busy time in the 
national forests of Upper Michi­ 
gan. 
Ranger Jim Jay reports that 34 
operators are busy cutting tim ­ 
ber on the Rapid River district of 
the Hiawatha national forest this 
winter. 
Zero 
weather provides 
the hard bottom for the skidding 
and hauling Of tim ber products 
from the swamps. 
With 
the 
approach 
of 
mild 
w eather, the loggers m ust hurry 
to beat the 
“ b reak -up ”. 
With 
thawing days and freezing nights, 
some haulers work 
only 
from 
midnight to noon, riding the frost. 
Logging Methods Change 
Logging methods are changing 
rapidly. 
Only two operators now 
use horses for skidding. The rest 
use tractors, mostly of the two- 
ton crawler type. 
Power saws 
are replacing the men who have 
gone to the 
industrial 
centers. 
There are fourteen power saws 
cutting national forest timber on 
the Rapid 
River 
district. 
The 
lumber jack of today is an out­ 
door machine operator and me­ 
chanic. 
Cedar posts and poles are hauled 
to the cedar yards 
in 
Ensign, 
Gladstone, and Escanaba. Nearly 
all the locally produced balsam 
and spruce pulpwood is trucked 
to the Escanaba Paper company 
and to the Munising Paper Com­ 
pany. 
Aspen pulpwood is hauled 
to these same mills or is loaded 
on railroad cars for shipment to 
Wisconsin mills. 
Aspen box bolts 
are sawed into lumber by port­ 
able mills like Degraves’ at Ston- 
ngton. 
The rest is hauled to saw 
mills in Rapid River, Wells, and 
Escanaba. 
$20,000 for Stumpage 
This activity of m any indepen­ 
dent small loggers results in 
an 
annual cut of approximately five 
thousand cords of pulpwood on 
the district. 
Approximately $20,- 
000 per year is paid by the log­ 
gers to the federal governm ent for 
stumpage.

For Restaurants 


Copy Of Directive 
Received By C-C 


After April I, each restaurant 
must fix prices for food and bev­ 
el age sold so as to maintain d a r­ 
ing each four-month period 
a 
“food cost per dollar of sales” no 
lower than it had during its base 
period. 
According to a telegram receiv­ 
ed by the Escanaba Chamber ol 
Commerce from the Grand Rapids 
OPS office, the 
restaurant 
may 
choose either calendar year 1949 
or full year ending Jun e 30, 1950. 
as the base period. 
Restaurants 
are governed under ceiling price 
regulation ll. 
If the 
restaurant 
separately 
figured beverage and food in the 
base period, it must maintain its 
percentage m arkup or food cost 
per dollar of sales for each cate­ 
gory. Seasonal operators are per­ 
mitted to compute their ratio or 
m arkup on month to month basis 
comparable to same month in the 
base period. 
If at the end of any four-month 
period, the restaurant has 
ex­ 
ceeded its m arkup by having low­ 
er food cost per dollar of s a le s ! 
than during the base period, 
it 
cannot thereafter raise any prices ' 
until in compliance for both cur­ 
rent four-m onth period and 
full 
period dating from and including I 
that in which violation occurred.

freezes 
service 
charges such as cover minimum 
bread-and-butter, service corkage, i 
entertainment, checkroom,

ing etc., at highest levels prior to

It also freezes per­ 
centage increases of high and low 
priced combination meals in such 
a way that pieces of low-priced 
meals may not be increased any 
more percentagewise than high- 
priced meals.

Britain Must Quit 


Trading W ith China 


TIEHEN 
the 
United 
Nations 
belatedly 
dubbed Red C hina an aggressor in 
Korea, tw o courses w ere proposed in the 
final resolution. O ne called for continued 
efforts to attain a peaceful settlem ent, the 
other for study 
of 
possible 
sanctions 
against the Com m unists. 
Enough tim e has passed to m ak e it plain 
the Chinese do not intend to seek a settle­ 
m ent on a n y reasonable term s. T heir price 
for peace is intolerable: they w a n t us to 
get out and give them the fruits of ag g res­ 
sion. 
Dispatches from the fighting front in d i­ 
cate the C hinese aren 't today in the sam e 
bargaining position they enjoyed last D e­ 
cem ber, w hen talk of settlem ent w as so 
m uch in the air. They know they w on t get 
those term s. But being Com m unists, they 
aren't likely either to ask for m ore sensi­ 
ble arrangem ents. 
T herefore it seem s fair now to raise the 
alternative issue of sanctions. U. S. re p ­ 
resentatives in the UN have been try in g to 
g^t things Stirling on the question, 
but 
thus far w ith o u t m uch luck. 
T he chief obstacle has been, and will 
be. G reat B ritain. Clinging grim ly to the 
ta tte red shreds of em pire, th e British w an t 
to hang onto the lucrative trad e th e y ’ve 
been doing w ith Red China. They decline 
to reconcile them selves to the blunt facts 
of 1951. 
They like to assert that they are the 
practical ones, accepting the reality of Red 
C hinese rule. But just exactly how p ra c­ 
tical is this course? 
F irst of all, though they have recogniz­ 
ed Red China, th e favor has not been r e ­ 
ciprocated. T he British have been kept 
uncerem oniously cooling their heels 
for 
ab o u t a year. 
Secondly, 
this practical acceptance of 
Red C hina, w hen translated 
into 
trade, 
spells m ateria ls for the C hinese that d i­ 
rectly or indirectly support the Red w ar 
m achine in Korea. A nd that m achine is 
killing British soldiers as well as o th er UN 
foi ces. 
A p p aren tly this doesn’t give the British j 
go v ern m en t too m uch w orry 
shipping to China. 
P resu m ab ly 
new spapers ca rry accounts of this trad e 
oi one page, v'ith reports of B ritish K o ­ 
la n casualties conveniently tucked out of 
sight elsew here 
The issue is m oral, just as the n am ing 
vf China an aggressor w as basically a m o r­ 
al problem . And the British and a n y o th ­ 
ers who wish to do business as usual w ith 
a crim inal aggressor nation are 
falling 
short of their obligations as m e m b e rs of a 
w orld co m m u n ity rooted in m oral s ta n ­ 
dards. 
T he U nited S tates should drive th e is­ 
nt to decision before the UN. If B ritain 
and some others wish to stand 
and 
be 
(m im ed as favoring norm al trad e relations 
with 
hi av:ere sol, the w hole w orld should 
know it. And the official UN record should 
show it.

c p H E House elections com m ittee has act- 
ed wisely in killing a bill designed to 
rem ove the pow er of G overnor Williams 
to appoint a United S tates senator in the 
event of a vacancy.

w ake of Noel Field are: Field himself, who 
disappeared in Czechoslovakia 
May 
IO, 
1949. His brother H erm a n vanished A u ­ 
gust 22 that sam e y ea r w h ile traveling in 
an airplane betw een W arsaw and Prague. 
A few days later Mrs. Noel Field d isap­ 
peared while trying to find h er husband in 
P rague. Then, one y ea r later, Erica W al­ 
l a h s , a friend of th e Fields, w en t into the 
R ussian zone of Berlin in search of them 
and never cam e back. All these d isa p p ear­ 
ances occurred during ab o u t th e sam e p e­ 
riod of three m ysterious deaths in the Hiss 
case.

andria, Va., during his early days in the 
state d e p a rtm e n t but he had n ev er joined 
the p arty and becam e u n sy m p a th etic with 
th e ir ideas. 
Field, m eanw hile, had left the state d e ­ 
p a rtm e n t in 1936 aud joined the L eague of 
N ations secretariat. 
D uring the w ar he 
served as European d irecto r of the U n itar­ 
ian Service com m ittee w hich took him to 
Poland and Czechoslovakia, w h ere he es­ 
tablished m edical centers and ch ild ren ’s 
homes. H e had thus becom e well ac q u ain t­ 
ed wuth these tw o countries and, after the 
w ar, rem ained abroad to wu'ite a book on 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. 
On M ay 5, 1949, Field w en t from S w itz­ 
erlan d to P ra g u e arid on M ay 12 he failed 
to keep an afternoon appointm ent. He has 
not been heard of since. A pparently he did 
not plan to d isap p ear because his room 
show ed no signs of d ep artu re . He did not 
notify the friend with w hom he had the 
ap p o in tm en t nor his wife, 
H erta, 
who 
planned to join him in a few weeks.

The proportions of*th e task he 
thus assum ed are not m easurable i was 
by a n y m odern yardstick.

RAGE MVE 
Tribune Was First Paper 
Established In Escanaba 


After the completion of the first 
C&NW railway ore dock here in 
1865, Escanaba became a thriving, 
growing community, and it fol­ 
lowed that it must have a news­ 
paper to chronicle its events. 
The first newspaper 
was 
the 
Escanaba Tribune, a weekly es­ 
tablished in December, 1869, with 
E. P. Lott as its owner and pub­ 
lisher. 
Mr. Lott’s experience as Escan­ 
aba^ first newspaper publisher 
continued for but a few months 
when the publication was turned 
over to J. A. Crazer. 
The stress 
of those early days is reflected in 
the fact that the Tribune was pro­ 
vided with four successive own­ 
erships. 
Charles D. Jewell suc­ 
ceeded Mr. Crazer, and Mr. Jew ­ 
ell, in turn, was succeeded by 
Jam es F. Atkinson. 
Vanduser Edited Tribune 
Some measure of stability to the 
Tribune was provided through its 
purchase in 1879 by Col. J. C. 
Vanduzer, an experienced news­ 
paper w riter who upon occasion 
wielded a bitter pen. 
Associated 
with Col. Vanduzer in the venture 
was David Langley, one of the 
founders of Escanaba. One of the 
first actions taken by the new 
owners was to change the name of 
the Tribune to the Iron Port. 
Following Mr. Langley’s death 
kl 1880, Col. Vanduzer assumed 
sole ownership and made the Iron 
Port one of the leading weekly 
newspapers in the Upper Penin­ 
sula. 
The Iron Port later passed 
into the hands of George F. Mc­ 
Ewen, who 
for 
several 
years 
maintained the high standards set 
by hi* 
predecessor. 
But 
daily 
newspaper 
competition 
finally 
came into the field, and the week­ 
ly Iron Port discontinued publi­ 
cation in 1910. 
Mason Started Calumet 
The Iron Port was given its first 
newspaper opposition with the es­ 
tablishment of the Calumet, also a 
weekly, by Charles D. Mason, in 
1885. 
The Calumet remained in 
the field for one year when Mr. 
Mason interested Harry Bushnell 
in the enterprise, and under their 
management the Calumet became 
The Delta in 1886. 
The booming 
town of Gladstone was being de­ 
veloped at that time and in the 
spring of 1887 the Delta was mov­ 
ed to Gladstone. 
Later William R. Jaeger launch­ 
ed the Reporter in Gladstone and 
acquired the Delta from Carl Ma- 
lon, son of the founder. The Delta 
Reporter is 
now 
published 
by 
Ronald Watson twice per week. 
Watson purchased the newspaper 
a few years ago from Joseph A. 
Sturgeon. 
, 
Democrats Start Mirror 
The Iron Port remained in un­ 
disputed possession of the Escan­ 
aba publishing field for years. But 
the Iron Port was staunchly Re­ 
publican, and in 1885 Philip J. 


McKenna, a brilliant young attor­ 
ney enthusiastic over the rapidly 
developing Free Silver boom, es­ 
tablished the Escanaba Mirror, as 
a Democratic weekly. 
The P4irror enjoyed a consider­ 
able measure of success, and even­ 
tually was converted into a daily. 
McKenna found that publishing 
a daily newspaper had its trials 
and tribulations. 
Offered a good 
business opportunity in Chicago, 
McKenna disposed of his interests 
in the M irror to Ivan G. English 
and Samuel Collins, who publish­ 
ed the afternoon daily until it was 
taken over by the Press in 1923. 
Journal Launched 
Shortly after the Mirror had en­ 
tered the daily field in Escanaba, 
the Escanaba Journal was launch­ 
ed by Elmer F. Van Valketiburg 
and A. B. Chambers. 
In 1906, the 
Journal was acquired by Frank L. 
Baldwin, who came here from Au 
Train, near Munising, where he 
published a 
weekly 
when 
that 
community was considerably lar­ 
ger than it is now. 
Mr. Baldwin, the father of Ted 
Baldwin and Mrs. H. L. Holder- 
man of Escanaba, was a brilliant, 
courageous writer, and also an ar­ 
dent Prohibitionist. Readers anx­ 
iously awaited the delivery of the 
Journal each week to read his 
editorials attacking 
the 
saloons 
and other interests in the com­ 
munity. 
Mr. Baldwin conducted 
a 
successful 
weekly newspaper 
until his sudden death on Feb. 
13, 1924. 
The Journal survived 
him for but a few months. 
Had Swedish Weekly 
Before the turn of the century 
foreign language newspapers en­ 
joyed a 
considerable degree 
of 
popularity and to meet the need 
of a preponderance of Scandina­ 
vian population in the city and 
vicinity, 
the 
Medborgaren, 
a 
Swedish weekly, was established 
by a stock company in 1892. 
Louis Johnson, father of C. E. 
Johnson, present shop superinten­ 
dent of the Escanaba Daily Press, 
was the editor of the Medborgar­ 
en. 
A few years later Mr. John­ 
son assumed complete ownership 
of the weekly and conducted a 
successful enterprise for several 
years. 
Mr. Johnson finally disposed of 
his interests in the Medborgaren 
to John Berglund, who in turn 
disposed of it to O. V. Linden, 
who served as editor and publish­ 
er until the paper suspended pub- | 
boation in 1915. 
Coincident with the establish­ 
ment of the Medborgaren, the Es­ 
canaba Posten, a German lan­ 
guage newspaper, was launched 
here, but it lasted 
only 
a 
few 
months. 
Press Began in 1909

Just Let Him Alone 


By HOWARD C. HEYN 
LOS ANGELES—(ZP)—What do 
you do about the child who won’t 
eat? 
The best thing is to let him 
alone, says a leading pediatrician, 
Dr. Milo B. Brooks. He believes 
there are certain personal liber­ 
ties—eating, breathing, sleeping— 
which shouldn’t be regimented. 
“Interfering with such natural 
functions in a normal child is an 
invasion of privacy,” he 
told 
a 
news conference. 
“I’ve 
known 
mothers who tried to regulate 
the rate of breathing in their chil­ 
dren because they’d read some­ 


where that a child should take one 
deep breath in every six.” 
Dr. Brooks is head of the pedi­ 
atrics departm ent at the College 
of Medical Evangelists here. He is 
directing short courses in that sub­ 
ject at the college’s medical con­ 
vention. 
“The child who won’t eat,” said 
Dr. Brooks, “is one of our biggest 
problems. I would say it is almost 
entirely the result of the mother’s 
attempt to force food upon chil­ 
dren.” 
Normal children, he said, “come 
with built-in appetites.” They eat 
when they are hungry. 
A child 


can skip eating for aeveral days 
without harm, in his opinion. 
“The truth is 
that 
no 
child 
should have all he wants to eat. 
Children—and adults too—should 
eat IO per cent less than they feel 
they want, except in rare patho­ 
logical instances. 
“That old admonition, ‘clean up 
your plate,’ has been misinterpret­ 
ed. What it really meant original­ 
ly wa* that you shouldn’t put too 
much on your plate in the first 
place. I don’t think ifs generally 
realized 
that 40 per cent of the 
energy gained from food is used 
up in the processes of digestion 
and assimilation.” 
A snack after school is all right, 
but Brooks doesn’t approve of in­ 
discriminate between-meals piec­ 
ing and he discourages food as » 
plaything.

Solve Noise O f Jets 


LOS ANGELES — (/Pl—One of 
the biggest problems in aircraft 
plants—the am ount of noise from 
jet engines—was reported solved 
Friday.

Founded 42 Years Ago 


This month marks 
the 
forty- 
second anniversary of the found­ 
ing of the Escanaba Daily Press. 
Now an evening newspaper, it 
first made its bow to the people 
of Escanaba and vicinity as the 
Escanaba 
Morning 
Press 
on 
March 19, 
1909. 
Its 
publishers 
were Herbert H. Little and John 
P. Norton. 
sThe original 
partnership 
con­ 
tinued for only 
a 
few 
months 
when the Escanaba Morning Press 
company was reorganized, with 
Mr. Little retiring from ownership 
and Mr. Norton assuming direct 
management of the daily news­ 
paper. 
Mr. Norton continued as 
publisher until his death on July 
12 last year. 
Mr. Norton, a native of Casso­ 
polis. 
Lower 
Michigan, 
began 
newspaper work 
in 
Milwaukee 
before coming to Escanaba in 1902 
to edit the Daily Mirror, an after­ 
noon newspaper. 
His first part­ 
ner, Mr. Little, was previously 
employed as a printer with the 
Escanaba Journal, weekly news­ 
paper published by the late F. L. 
Baldwin. 
Modest Start 
Stockholders of the Press com­ 
pany at the 
first 
incorporation 
were Mr. Norton, James S. Do­ 
herty and E. M. St. Jacques, all 
deceased. 
That corporation was 
succeeded 
later by 
one 
whose 
stockholders were the 
late 
Mr. 
Norton, J. C. Kirkpatrick, Meno- 
zipe Perron, William Bonitas, M. 
K. Bissell and Judd Yelland. 
Starting with a single linotype 
a hand-fed press and a few cases 
of type in a former saloon build­ 
ing at 1111 Ludington street, the 
Morning Press had an initial pay­ 
roll of $26 per week, divided be­ 


tween one operator-printer, one 
girl and a boy, Mr. Norton serv­ 
ing without salary and “trading 
out” his living. 
For 12 years, Mr. Norton served 
as reporter, editorial writer, cir­ 
culation manager, solicitor and ad 
writer, without a day’s vacation 
and without salary, 
other 
than 
“his keep” which he described as 
rather slim at times. 
Moves to New Quarters 
Two years after the Press was 
organized it had outgrown the 
former saloon building quarters, 
and the plant was moved to a por­ 
tion of the present Daily Press 
building at 600 Ludington street. 
The structure was 
rebuilt 
and 
modernized in 1929-30 and much 
new equipment installed. 
The battered Whitlock two-page 
hand-fed press on which the first 
issue of The Press was printed 
still stands in a corner of the base­ 
ment in the Daily Press building, 
unused for years but a constant 
reminder of the newspaper’s hum­ 
ble beginning. 
The Whitlock was replaced by 
an eight-page Goss Comet flat­ 
bed press. 
The Comet was pur­ 
chased in the 
closing 
days 
of 
World War I and installed in time 
to be used for the almost hourly 
“extras” that marked the first A r­ 
mistice Day. 
In April 1926 the flat-bed press 
was replaced by a 16-page dGoss 
rotary press from LaPorte, Ind., 
where two dailies were consoli­ 
dated. 
This month the 16-page press, 
after years of 
faithful 
service, 
went into retirem ent with the in­ 
stallation of an ultra-m odern 20- 
page Goss Dek-A-Tube press. 
The Daily Press now has seven 


Linotypes, one 
Intertype, 
with 
two new units on order to replace 
old equipment, a Ludlow type­ 
casting machine, and other mod­ 
ern equipment. 
Branch Offices Opened

Four-Step Treatment 
Prescribed For K. O. 
Of Respiratory Ills 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Reporter 
NEW YORK—(ZP)—A four-step 
method for better results in treat­ 
ing infections of the sinus, nose, 
throat and chest is urged by two 
New York physicians. 
Step one is to learn just what 
kinds of germs arc causing the 
trouble, by taking samples 
and 
growing or culturing the get ms. In 
step two, tests are made to learn 
which antibiotics best stop their 
growth. 
Step three is to treat patients 
with aerosols or mists containing 
the chosen drug or drugs. 
Parents Carry Germs 
Step four is to learn whether 
other members of the family are 
innocently passing along the germs j 
that keep the victim infected. It 
may be necessary to treat the 
father or mother to cure a child. 
The parent may appear perfectly 
well, but be harboring the germs. 
This approach was shown in an 
exhibit to the American Academy 
of Allergy by 
Dr. 
Samuel 
J. 
Prigal, and Dr. Moses L. Furman, 


allergists of Flower 
and 
Fifth 
Avenue hospitals, and Norman Mo- 
lomut, Ph. D., of the Bioligical 
Laboratories, Brooklyn. 
Antibiotic mists are often used 
against respiratory infections. The 
four-step method tries to close two 
loopholes by which the germs keep 
on causing infection. 
One loophole is that a single an­ 
tibiotic may knock out only some 
of the germs causing the trouble. 
The other is that someone else in 
the family may be passing on the 
infection. 
Penicillin, .bacitracin, 
strepto­ 


mycin and aureomycin hit most of 
the germs but differ in their ef­ 
fects, Dr. Prigal said. The germs 
most commonly found 
by 
the 
throat samples are streptococci, 
staphylococci and pneumococci. 
Must Get Results 
Two antibiotics usually are bet­ 
ter than one in treating chronic 
stubborn infections, 
the 
studies 
show. A bacitracin mist helped 
76.5 per cent of a group of patients 
and penicillin mist helped 73 per 
cent. Used together, the two drugs 
helped 85.6 per cent. 
The mist treatment knocks out 
acute infections very 
well 
and 
shows good results in some chronic 
infections, particularly when other 
family members suspected of be 
itig germ carriers are treated at 
the same time, Dr. Prigal said. 
In tests on 17 families, there 
were IO in which

It Takes Much Work 
To Publish Newspaper 


Most of us 
read 
newspapers 
every day. 
But how lew ol u§, 
constant subscribers 
though 
we 
may be—loyal readers 
and 
sup­ 
porters that we are — know 
the 
am ount of work, the time and- ef­ 
fort, and the number o f people in­ 
volved in getting and preparing a 
news story for presentation in the 
paper! 
The story may originate from a 
news tip, from a bystander wit­ 
nessing the happening, from an of­ 
ficial in the city government, from 
the police department, from a re­ 
porter’s own observation. 
The reporter who gets the facts 
either phones in the story to the 
paper, in which case another stall 
member, called a 
rewrite 
man, 
handles it, or the reporter comes 
into the office and writes the story 
himself. Perhaps another reporter 
or one of the editors helps trace 
down 
elusive 
details. 
Names, 
dates, places must all be checked 
for accuracy. 
A fter all 
this 
pre-assembling, 
the story is ready lor an editor 
who decides how much prom in­ 
ence to give it. 
The editor res­ 
ponsible for this type of story is 
usually called the city editor. 
If 
the story belongs in a special de­ 
partm ent, such as sports, then the 
sports editor is in charge. 
W riting the Headline 
Next step is the 
editing 
and 


writing of an appropriate head­ 
line’. 
The headline must be con- 
'cise and fit within the confines of 
newspaper columns, and the story 
must be told in such a manner that 
it will catch the reader’s interest. 
Time is at a prem ium at this stage, 
and it takes an expert to turn out 
satisfactory headlines at the fast 
pace demanded. 
All in 
a 
m atter 
of 
minutes, 
hardly more than the time to ex ­ 
plain it the story and headline are 
in the 
composing 
room, 
where 
they are ruted to the proper m a­ 
chines, and skilled operators turn 
the typew ritten words into lines 
of metal type. 
An im print of this type, called a 
proof, is then taken and a proof 
reader checks for errors made in 
setting the type. 
Corrections are 
made and then the story, joining 
with other stories large and small, 
is placed in a page form. 
After 
the page is equalized for length of 
columns, and checked for fit of 
stories and advertisements, which 
flow from another channel of op­ 
eration, it is ready for tho next 
orocess. 
Some smaller papers print d ir­ 
ectly from the page 
forms, 
but 
larger papers use a press requir­ 
ing curved printing surfaces, since 
these presses print faster. To make 
a curved plate of the page, print­ 
ers form an impression of the type

Struggle For Freedom 
Of Press Was Not Easy 


The desire and need of people 
to learn the ideas and happenings 
of their community, their nation 
and the entire civilized world is 
ac old as. perhaps 
older 
than, 
known history. In early times town 
criers walked through the streets 
of the communities 
calling 
out 
items of local interest and govern­ 
ment proclamations, runners car­ 
ried dispatches from war fronts 
and other centers of important 
activity, and ballad singers w and­ 
ered through the 
lands 
giving 
poetical reports of personal trag­ 
edies and humorous bits of gos­ 
sip from th e 'courts of the nobili­ 
ty . 
Gradually businessmen bogan to 
realize that keeping up with the 
news was vital to their prosperity. 
Exports and imports were affected 
by the current state of interna­ 
tional relations, a storm at sea 
might sink a cargo ship and bank­ 
rupt a creditor overnight . . . or 
the king's costume at a grand ball 
might create Hie demand for a 
new clothing fashion. 
It became common practice for 
travelers abroad to write newslet­ 
ters to their employers or friends 
at home, telling them 
of 
events 
that would affect business, and 
for the friends to keep the trav­ 
elers informed of conditions on 
th* home front. Business 
houses 
net up private systems of commu­ 
nication with individuals and com­ 
panies in other 
countries. 
One 
prosperous banking 
house, 
the 
ruggers of Augsburg, became in­ 
ternationally famous for its de­ 
tailed and accurate letters. 
In England businessmen began 
discussing and exchanging their 
newsletters when they gathered at 
tile popular coffee houses in the 
various 
cities. Always 
the 
de­ 
mand 
was 
for more and better 
newt. 


Struggle for Freedom 
Johannes 
Gutenberg 
invented 
the 
printing 
press 
about 1450, 
thereby introducing printing into 
Western culture, and it was al­ 
most inevitable that this invention 
should be used to facilitate the 
distribution of news. But the path 
from invention of the press to the 
first printed newsletters was not 
a short nor an easy one. 
The political leaders of Europe 
feared the printing press because 
i 
was an inexpensive ai cl quick 
way to spread ideas and informa­ 
tion that could be dangerous to 
their power. 
Governments care­ 
fully 
controlled 
the 
number of 
presses, and restricted their use. 
Some 
relish us 
documents were 
published, 
but the presses w-ere 
used mainly for the convenience 
of the governments themselves. 
Tn England printed newsbooks, 
called 
corantos, 
made their ap­ 
pearance in the early seventeenth 
century. At first they were print­ 
ed in Holland and smuggled into 
England. 
The 
corantos, 
which 
contained 
nothing 
but 
foreign 
news, were followed a few years 
later by the diurnals, which re­ 
ported the happenings in Parlia- 
irent 
and 
other domestic news. 
Most of these publications were 
Illegal, although a few were li­ 
censed. and censored, by the gov­ 
ernment. 
With the struggle between Par­ 
liament and King Charles I, the 
press took its first steps toward 
influencing j ublic opinion by dis­ 
cussing controversial issues. 
Re­ 
strictions 
against 
printing w-ere 
relaxed 
since 
both 
sides were 
anxious 
to 
present their argu­ 
ments to the public. Many peri­ 
odicals sprang up, some defending 
the monarchy and others support­ 
ing 
Parliament. 
This 
period of 
relative freedom was short-lived. 


however, for when Cromwell be­ 
came Lord Protector in 1649 he 
immediately suppressed all publi­ 
cations except one he personally' 
sponsored. 
The Restoration brought back 
licensing, and a few newspapers 
were 
established. The 
first 
of 
these, in 1665, was the Oxford G a­ 
zette, later called the London G a­ 
zette, which if still being publish­ 
ed. 
Defy Licensing Laws 
The Gazette, and others like it, 
did not—in fact could not— pub­ 
lish anything contrary to the poli­ 
cies of the government. But other 
publications were brought out il­ 
legally from time to time. Some 
publishers were caught and pun­ 
ished, 
but 
still 
illegal printing 
continued. The 
idea 
of 
a free 
press, which received its first en­ 
couragement in the Parliam ent- 
Royalist 
dispute, 
continued 
to 
grow. 
Because of public sym pa­ 
thy with the cause, and political 
expediency, there were short per­ 
iods when the licensing laws were 
not 
enforced. 
It 
was not until 
1695 that licensing disappeared in 
England, however. 
While this was a major victory 
tor 
the 
press, newspapers were 
still bound by severe laws ol sedi­ 
tious libel which forbade any cri­ 
ticism of the government or its 
officials, however much justified 
by facts such criticism might be. 
The fight against these libel laws 
was carried on by the press in the 
American colonies as well as Eng­ 
land, but it was anothci century 
before tile concept of freedom of 
the press, as we know it today, 
became established in law. 
Although 
the 
first press was 
brought to the American colonies 
in 
1638, 
its use was restricted 
much as were the early presses in 
England, 
it was not until 
1690 
that the first newspaper in A m er­ 
ica, 
Publiek 
Occurrences, 
was 
published in Boston by Ben H ar­ 


ris. 
This 
one-page 
newspaper, 
about tho size of a sheet of letter 
paper today, ran only one issue, 
and was immediately suppressed. 
It had been published without a u ­ 
thority from the governor of the 
colony, and it even criticized the 
policies of the government! Such 
impudence was not to be tolerated 
in seventeenth century America. 
It was not until fourteen years 
later that a second newspaper a p ­ 
peared, The Boston News Letter, 
which was a licensed publication 
for which all stories had to be a p ­ 
proved by government officials. 


C en sorship Meets Opposition 
The first periodical which made 
a telling stand against government 
control and censorship was the 
New' England Courant, first pub­ 
lished in Boston iii 1721 by Jam es 
Franklin, with the assistance of 
his younger brother, an appren­ 
tice printer by the name of Benja­ 
min Franklin. 
Iii the very first issue James in­ 
stituted a strong and fearless edi­ 
torial policy in 
his 
paper. 
He 
wrote 
stinging editorials against 
the practice of smallpox innocu- 
lation 
then 
being advocated by 
government officials. 
His paper 
also 
carried 
essays on political 
theories then being advanced by 
such “radicals” as Cato and Addi­ 
son and Steele. Of course lie I in- 
ally was arrested and forbidden to 
publish without previous censor­ 
ship, hut the paper wont on as be­ 
fore, except that 17-year-old Ben 
w'as now listed as publisher. 
The brothers eventually fell out 
on matters of policy, and the pa­ 
per was discontinued, but while it 
was published it remained a tear­ 
less champion of the right of free 
comment, and formed the roots of 
a tradition which was to grow in 
America into today’s concept of 
a lice press. 
Adding 
to 
that tradition im­ 
measurably was the trial of John 
Peter Zenger in New York a few' 
years later. Zenger started publi­ 
cation of the New' York Weekly 
Journal 
in 
1733, and from the 
start ho set his editorial 
policy 
against the tyrannical Governor 
Crosby. Arrested for seditious li­ 
bel in 1734 and held in jail for 


nearly a year before his trial, he 
nevertheless managed to get in­ 
structions to his wife and shop as­ 
sistants, and the Jou rnal was pub­ 
lished 
regularly 
during his im­ 
prisonment. 
Rights of Free Men 
When Zenger was brought to 
trial in 1735 the jury was instruct­ 
ed, as was the law of the time, 
that 
they 
could 
decide 
only 
whether certain articles had been 
published in the Journal. It was 
up to the court to decide whether 
these 
articles 
constituted 
libel. 
But during the trial the defense 
attorney, Andrew Hamilton, ar­ 
gued eloquently against the logic 
of such a situation. He defended 
the right of the people to com­ 
plain against the abuse of power. 
Liberty 
was 
asserted to be the 
only bulwark against power, and 
the 
Zenger 
case was made the 
cause of all free men. 
The jury deliberated for only 
ten minutes and brought in a ver­ 
dict of “not guilty.” The law of 
seditious libel was not changed by 
their decision, but the trial laid 
the 
groundwork 
for 
its 
later 
change. The Zenger trial brought 
the need cl freedom of expression 
to the attention of the American 
people, not for the moment, but 
for all time. 
After tile American Revolution, 
only once was tile light of free­ 
dom of the press seriously ques­ 
tioned in this country. In 1798 the 
Alien and Sedition Acts, passed 
by the Federalist party, w'ere aim ­ 
ed at editors who were critical of 
the 
government. 
Arguments by 
both the Republican and Federal­ 
ist papers had been fiercely vitu­ 
perative, couched as they were in 
the strong language then common 
to 
controversial 
w riting in the 
United States. 
By the laws of 1798 the Feder­ 
alists sought to deport opposing 
editors who were aliens, and jail 
those who were citizens. The acts 
were so unpopular that they were 
enforced only in a few cases, how­ 
ever. In fact, it is believed to be 
the unpopularity of the Alien and 
Sedition Acts which brought about 
the defeat of the Federalists in the 
next 
election, 
when Republican

Press Wins Struggle 
Since 
that 
time 
the 
Anglo- 
American concept of freedom of 
the 
press has become so firmly 
established in the English-speak­ 
ing countries that it is taken ai­ 
rt ost for granted. 
It is hard for 
people to realize that freedom of 
the press was won only after a 
courageous two-century struggle, 
when 
it 
has been the common 
practice for 150 years foi new spa­ 
pers to publish all the news freely 
and without restraint, and to com­ 
ment editorially on the pros and 
cor s of actions taken by private 
individuals and organizations and 
by local, state and national gov­ 
ernments. 
Unfortunately', this freedom of 
the press which is accepted as a 
natural state of officers by Anglo 
Americans is not widespread in th* 
world. Some South American and 
European countries have a rela­ 
tively free press, and in others it 
is beginning to emerge, nowhere 
does it have the strength and tra­ 
dition it has in the English-speak­ 
ing nations. Beyond the iron cur­ 
tain— in fact in any totalitarian 
country—a free press as we know 
it is non-existant.

caused 
other delegations to 
fear that the work actually was 
turning into a plan to legitimize 
restrictive governmental controls. 
In America, the development of 
freedom 
of 
the press has gone 
hand-in-hand with the other per­ 
sonal freedoms which we now en­ 
joy. In fact, the press has always 
been an invaluable watchdog over 
our freedoms. 
The press accom­ 
plishes a vital service for democ­ 
racy. 
By helping to inform the 
citizens of the country on current 
issues, 
the 
newspapers 
prepare 
their readers to vote more intelli­ 
gently, and to exercise their rights 
as free men in working for ideals 
in which they believe. 
By com­ 
menting 
on controversial issues, 
editors 
start 
discussions 
which 
stimulate thinking and lead to im ­ 
provements 
in 
our government 
and in our American way of life.

NEW YORK—It is a brave new

Can you in­ 
vade a m an’s privacy, by focusing 
a television camera on a person 
who is charged with no crime, 
who is formally guilty of no of­ 
fense. 
Frank Costello says no. In the 
television field day that the Ke- 
fauver hearings have provided in 
New York, the boss racket man 
was pictorially anonymous. 
Cos­ 
tello’s hands appeared, 
but he 
said “no” to the camera on his 
face. 
Possibly because it made 
him nervous, and was 
apt 
to 
make him appear 
as 
somewhat, 
less than his suave best. 
Same 
sort of thing as 
bookie 
Frank 
Erickson’s boring repetition of his 
constitutional rights in regard to 
self - implication 
in 
answering 
questions. 
Entitled To Fee 
Eventually there must be some 
sort of ruling on the televising of 
current events, some sort of in­ 
terpretation of the business of be­ 
ing an unpaid actor for private 
enterprise. The camera is ruth­ 
less, and does not always se^k 
the finest in a face. Its very pres­ 
ence is nerve racking. It does not 
exaggerate calm—to such a point 
that a TV-shy guy might appear 
guilty when he 
really 
isn’t. 
I 
mean, 
my hands were shaking 
horribly on a show 
one 
night, 
when 
I 
was guilty of nothing 
more 
than 
appearance 
on 
the 
show—and I suppose you would 
call that a misdemeanor, too, if 
you cut your points fine. 
A private citizen, even a gang­ 
ster, is entitled to some dignities 
up to the point of being formally 
accused in a court of law of a 
specific wrong doing. 
If he ap­ 
pears on television he at least has 
the right to say w hether he wish­ 
es to be flashed to the nation as 
an informal living picture, If he 
provides entertainm ent for mil­ 
lions he also is entitled to a fee. 
because he is working for a com­ 
mercial company. 
Not Clean Pool 
I do not think, for instance, that 
I the televising of a press confer­ 


ence is clean pool, because some 
people you don’t work for are 
capitalizing on the know-how of 
strangers. This came up in Phila­ 
delphia during the political con­ 
vention in ’48. 
Seasoned 
cam­ 
paigners 
in 
the news 
business 
were scooped on their own ques­ 
tions, and were literally drafted 
into the acting business 
for 
a 
competing medium of news. 
It would not occur to a w riter 
or a baseball player or a tighter 
to write or play ball or fight for 
a rival outfit, for free. In the case 
of television, unless a subject is 
clearly in the public domain. It 
seems to me that shooting 
the 
subject’s picture under what may 
be compromising circumstances is 
an outright violation of privacy. 
Also an exploitation of labor. 
If 
I suddenly became an involuntary 
actor, for somebody else’s per­ 
sonal gain, then I want scale for 
the acting. Or at least the right of 
refusal to appear.

cultural agent. 
Gold stars were 
presented to eight other farmers 
who had received certificates in 
previous years and 
again 
pro­ 
duced over 500 bushels of pota­ 
toes per acre in 1950. 
All of the winning growers op­ 
erate farms in the Cooks area. 
Virgil W right received a certi­ 
ficate for his yield of 553 bushels 
per acre on 13 acres 
of 
russet 
rural 
potatoes. 
Napoleon 
Des 
Jarden received a certificate for 
his production of 549 bushels per 
acre on 6.7 acres. 
The growers who received gold 
stars to be placed on their certifi­ 
cates were William 
McEachern, 
594 bushels per here; Otto Winkel, 
576 bushels per acre on 24 acres 
of russet rurals; Oscar Peterson, 
559 bushels per 
acre; 
William 
Winkel and Son, 549 bushels per 
acre; and John McCormick, 503 
bushels per acre. 
Otto Winkel produced 610 bush­ 
els of Russet Burbanks per acre 
on 3.5 acres in the county con­ 
test where only two acres are re­ 
quired to be eligible. 
The certi­ 
ficates of attainm ent and stars are 
presented to contestants 
in 
the 
Upper Peninsula potato growers 
contest, where five acres or more 
are required for eligibility. 
Held For 20 Years 
The potato growers contest has 
held every year for 20 years. In 
three of those years there were 
no growers who were able to pro­ 
duce 500 bushels per acre. 
In six

per acre. 
So to have IO growers 
in a small area like that at Cooks 
with over 500 bushels per acre is 
a major achievement, Reid said.

John Marshall Butler, and by skill­ 
ful use of all Hie tricks of publici­ 
ty he put him across against vet­ 
eran Democrat, Millard Tydings. 
Jonkel testified that when he 
came from Chicago to tik e over 
the campaign in Maryland scarce­ 
ly a thousand persons had ever 
heard Butler’s name. It is a re­ 
markable story that he told and 
not rn any immodest way but just 
as a skilled operator describing- 
how he turned loose in behalf of a 
new product when the market was 
right for that product. 
Here is 
Junket describing 20 and 30-sec­ 
ond spot announcements on the 
radio: 
“ . . . We used that in little 
pinkies, something like they use 
for Bromo-Seltzer, ‘Be for But­ 
ler, be for Butler, be for Butler, 
be for Butler, be for Butler, be for 
Butler.’ And then end up with, ‘be 
for John Marshall Butler, United 
States candidate for United States 
Senate, Republican candidate for 
United States senator.’ 
“That is the kind of thing we 
were doing 
. . We had machine­ 
gun fire, we had mortar shells, we 
had a ricochet sound, ‘bowie,’ and 
things like that, and something to 


the effect of. ‘that is the way the 
w ar in Korea sounds.’ ” 
Statements Over Telephone 
The Bromo-Seltzer .jingles were 
worked out, according to Jonkel, 
by “a "very competent advertis­ 
ing agency.” They were played 
before an dafter each of Tydings’ 
radio appearances in the last days 
of the campaign. 
While Jonkel 
was coordinating 
the 
publicity 
and advertising in Baltimore, But­ 
ler was being hustled about the 
state. This is Jonkel’s testimony: 
” . . . We would have to dic­ 
tate part of his releases and part 
of his statements over the tele­ 
phone to him. He followed that 
day in and day out across the 
state. 
“We. iii the office, coordinated 
that caravan. We, in the office, 
did the releases on what he was 
going to say on the caravan. We 
had the contacts with the politi­ 
cians. one, two 
or 
three 
days 
ahead of him. We had contacts 
with fraternal groups and busi­ 
ness groups and 
everybody 
we 
could got to listen to him.” 
Jonkel had carefully studied the 
approach. He had made a person­ 
al survey ot what 
people 
were 
feeling. He found approximately 
70 per cent really didn’t know 
whether Tydings had or had not 
done 
a 
good 
job investigating 
McCarthy’s charges of Commu­ 
nism. 
So. in the phrase of the public 
relations expert, here was an area 
of doubt. Jonkel almost single- 
handedly set out to exploit that 
doubt. He did a superb job. 
In his testimony he said that his 
“salary and maintenance was to 
be $1,250 a month.” If that is all 
he got, then he was woefully un­ 


derpaid. Toward the end of his 
story to the committee 
Jonkel 
summed up in words that, if they 
are true, can serve as a neat lit­ 
tle epitaph on the grave of the 
American political system as we 
have known it: 
“I don’t think anybody 
really 
cared. ‘Is it yes,’ or. ‘is it no.’ That 
is the real issue. I don’t believe 
anyone cares whether Senator Mc­ 
Carthy is right or wrong, and by 
anybody I mean tho voters, the 
voters in Maryland. I don’t think 
there was any big 
issue 
about 
which was right or wrong . . . ”

Teletypes Pound Out 
12-Hour Report 
“By the Associated Press" 
Those four words and the fam- 
iiar i/P) logotype are the labels 
hat have assured readers of the 
Escanaba 
Daily 
Press 
reliable 
world-wide news for more than 
40 years. 
The official “birthday” of the 
Escanaba Press is March 20, 1909, 
md on March 20 of this year the 
Vol. XLU” which appears in the 
nasthead 
of 
the 
newspaper 
changes to “Vol. XLIII. No. I”. 
In the early days of the Escan­ 
aba Press, then 
known 
as 
the 
Morning” Press, the Associated 
Press service was 
a 
brief 
and 
-.kctchy report of outside news, 
taken over the telephone. Later 
the “full pony” Associated Press 
news budget was received, also by 
telephone, with headset, and the 
pony editor typed it out as it was 
received, shouting back 
for 
re­ 
peats as he missed a word here 
and there. 
Then in the early twenties, the 
Escanaba Press began to receive 
a full telegraphic report 
of 
the 
state and world news. 
This came 
by 
telegraph 
and 
required 
a 
Morse operator who listened, de­ 
coded and typed as the news came 
in over the ticker. 
Automatic 
teletype 
machines 
were installed in 1926-27, doing 
away with the need for a tele­ 
graph operator. 
News by tele­ 
type. as the name implies, came 
out typed on full-width typew riter 
paper, fed from a roll. 
Except for a change in the im ­ 
proved type of machines and the 
use of folded flat paper in a box 
instead of rolls, the teletype sys­ 
tem of the Escanaba 
Press 
full 
leased (ZP) wire is the same today. 
There are two machines, one of 
them a spare for emergency use 
in case of mechanical trouble, and 
they turn on autom atically with a 
time clock at 2 a. rn. daily, run­ 
ning through until after the news­ 
paper goes to press at 3 p. rn. 
During the 13-hour period when 
new^s comes clicking in over the 
teletypes, the Escanaba Press wire 
editor reads some 30,000 words of 
copy. 
This is sorted, trimmed to 
eliminate 
non-essentials, 
fitted 
with headlines, and served up to 
the readers of the Escanaba Press 
on various pages under that same 
label the Press has used for 42 
years—“By the Associated Press.”

Egg Production 
Cut Too Much 


Consumer Prices Up 
Instead O f Down 


WASHINGTON —if*— Govern­ 
ment farm officials wonder if their 
et forts to get farmers to produce 
fewer eggs haven t been too suc­ 
cessful. 
For consumer egg prices are av­ 
eraging more than a third higher 
than a year ago. Normally they dip 
rather sharply during this season 
of the year. 
A year ago secretary of agricul­ 
ture Brannan started a campaign 
to 
reduce 
egg 
production. 
He 
lowered the level at 
which 
his 
agency supported 
producer 
egg 
prices from a national average of 
55 cents a dozen to 35 cents. 
Brannan said he wanted to cut 
down on government buying ot 
surplus eggs. 
But egg production 
last year continued at a relatively 
high level. 
In November Brannan announ­ 
ced the government would junk 
the egg price support program in 
1951. 
This action 
was 
followed 
by 
heavier than normal 
.selling 
of 
young laying hens. 
Many 
poul- 


trvmen figured that withdrawal 
of price supports would be follow­ 
ed by a sharp decline in egg prices. 
As a consequence, the nation’s 
laying flock started the year with 
at least three per cent fewer lay­ 
ers. 
But consumer demand, re­ 
flecting increased incomes undet 
defense spending, has grown con­ 
siderably.
